Poultryman Hoyt M. Warren 
a Warning to all poul- 
trymen to be on the alert for 
this disease during coming 
warm weather, when it poses 
a constant threat. The disease 
is transmitted by a common 
night-biting variety of mos- 
quito. But this mosquito has 
even been found in. chicken 
houses in midwinter. 

Warren recommended follow- 
ing preventive measures based 
On API Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station reserch results. 
When warm weather is expect- 
ed, vaccinate chicks before two 
weeks of age. If an outbreak

occurs, Spray all mosquito- 
breeding sites in houses and 
Surrounding area and imme- 


tiately begin vaccinations. Lay- 
ing birds need to be vaccinated 
at least once -- four weeks or 
more belore maturity. But two 
vaccinations are better -- one 
a two to four weeks of ace

Saka Bs he nd at 
IMPORTANCE OF 
RECORD FOR 
FARMS URGED 


AUBURN --A clicking Geiger 
counter indicates radioactivity 
for the scientist and plays a 
valuable role in the atomic age. 
In the same way complete farm 
records indicate where the far- 
mer's money is made or lost 
and play a valuable role in the 
era of the cost-price squeeze. 

This week API Extension 
Economist Foy Helms reported 
that more Alabama farmers 
than ever before are keeping 
records while still others ad- 
mit that they ought to keep re- 
coids. Complete, accurate farm 
records serve as a valuable 
three-way tooo] when properly 
used, 

First, records indicate busi- 
ness success - - net income ris- 
ing or falling. Second, they are 
a service tool for such jobs as 
filling out an income tax re- 
turn. And third, they serve as 
a detector, locating weak points 
in the farm’s business, 

The economist campared this 
last use of farm records with 
the doctor’s use of a stethos- 
cope. Records will indicate 
Strong and weak points of the 
farm’s program just as the 
Physician's instrument helps 
him make his diagnosis. But 
records will no more tell the 
farmer what steps to take to 
improve his situation than a 
stethocope will prescribe a cure. 

For example, records may 
show the farmer that he has 
an efficient, profitable dairy 
nerd but a losing hog enter- 
prise. Tnen it is up to the far- 
mer to decide whether he 
should concentrate on milk 
production and eliminate hogs: 

tart an inproved hog program; 
r change to a completely dif- 
erent combination of enter- 
prises. Although records will 
not give an answer, they will 
furnish facts on which to base 
. wise decision. 

Grade A eggs are best for 
poaching, frying, and cooking 
n the shell. But grades B and 
C are more economical] for sc- 
rambling and to use in sauces.

When Roland Cooper, repre- 
Sentative in the State Legisla- 
ture from Wilcox County, in- 
troduced a bill last Monday 
which would restore the old 
cumulative poll tax law which 
required voters to pay $1.50 fo- 
each year since they became 
21 years of age in order to be 
registered as eligible voters, he 
got a big rise out of the Ala- 
bama League of Women Voter.; 

Spokesmen for the League 
charged that the restoration of 
the old law would affect fem- 
inine electors much more than 
any other element, many times 
more than colored voters. They 
also charged that Mr. Cooper's 
Claim that the public schools 
of the state would get much 
needed revenue from the old 
poll tax law, is of small impor- 
tance, as the revenue from that 
Source is comparatively negli- 
gible. 

In commenting on the bill, 
Probate Judge J. oO, English 
said at the time the poll tax 
law was changed, he was not 
much in favor of it, but since

it has been in vogue, we have 
gotten used to it and he would 
not be in favor of yoing back 
to the old custom.

It is shown that under the 
old law,-a person 45 years of 
age who had not paid poll tax 
would be required to pay $34 
in order to become an eligible 
voter. Under the new law, the 
voting strength of Coffee 
County, as well as the state at 
large, has almost doubled, and 
practically half of the increas- 
ed number of voters are wo- 
men,

parents who are government- 
employed if the number of 
such pupils is as much as three 
per cent of the total enroll- 
ment.

FARMERS LOSE. 
CASH ON HOGS 
BY HOT TRIPS 


AUBURN That long- 
awaited trip nears for many 
prized Alabama hogs and at 
the season peak of prices, too! 
Farmers haye spent months 
doing everything in the books 
t get their hogs into the high 
price bracket. But even with 
all this, a hot, uncomfortable 
trip can turn the best market 
hog into a shadowy nervous 
wreck, drawing a price far be- 
low expectations, 

And API Extension Animal 
Industry Specialist G. B. Phil- 
lips warned this week that the 
two hot, critical months for 
shipping hogs — June and July 
—are right at hand. Farmers 
can stop the tremendous loss 
of money they usually suffer 
through prices lowered by re- 
ductions in weight due to heat, 
Making the hog’s journey cool 
and comfortable will more than 
pay for itself. 

Phillips explained that hogs’ 
body temperatures range be- 
tween 102 and 103 degrees and 
the animals do not sweat. A 
layer of fut from one to’ two 
inches think, makes heat al- 
most unbearable, and they can 
lose a lot of weight on even 
a short journey. The cool part 
of the day is a good time for 
the trip. And a bedding of wet 
sand or, better yet, blocks of 
ice will make the hog think he 
is riding in air-conditioned 
comfort. 

Of course, no hog can come 
through a journey in a stuffy 
over - crowded truck without 
a mark. The number of hogs in 
a truck will depend on the size 
of both, and the truck must be 
well ventilated. 

Bruises can knock quite a few 
dollars off the price of a hog

Operations of Juvenille Court — 


of all juvenile court cases in- 
volved delinquency, Mrs. Ebert 
explained that these usually 
represented real or attempted 
Violation of law or ordinance, 
absence from home, or behavior 
beyond perental control. She 
cited the folloing example of a 
local case: 


The mother of a fifteen year 
old boy came to the agency 
requesting help with her child 
whom she was unable to con- 
trol, She reported that her son 
was frequently truant trom 
school; and as a result was 
making unsatisfactory progress 
there; was away from home un- 
til 9 or 10 o’clock in the even- 
ing; and ton several occasions 
recently she had observed that 
he had in his possession watch- 
es, rings, cigarette lighters and 
money which she could not un- 
derstand how he came to have. 
The agency made a careful in- 
vestigation and study of the 
Situation and advised the mo- 
ther to seek the protective ser- 
vices of the Juvenile Court for 
her son, The court took action 
in the case setting up definite 
requirements and reports form 
the boy, his mother and form 
the child welfare worker who 
was ordered to supervise dur- 
ing the period of probation of 
twelve months. Several comp- 
licated and conflicting situa- 
tions have developed during 
the period of probation and at 
this point (3 months) it cannot 
be determined whether the 
probation will be sucessful, 
however, there has been de- 
cided growth on the part of 
the mother in accepting her 
responsibility for her child and 
the fact that she is accepting 
and exercising this responsi- 
billy has causd the son toshow 
more respect for her and for 
others who are in responsible 
positions.

A petition was recently 
in the local Juvenile Court con- 
cerning a ten year old boy 
who was found to be breagine 
into a schoo) lunchroom where 
he was taking money from a 
milk machine, destroying re- 
coras of the lunchroom super- 
visor and pilfering the princi 
pal’s office where he occasion- 
ally would find and take small 
amounts of “petty cash” which 
was kept there for various pur- 
poses. Upon filing of the peti- 
tion the Juvenile Court re- 
quested an investigation by the 
child welfare worker in order 
that full social information re- 
garding the child might be had 
The investigation revealed that 
the parents were separted, the 
father making no contribution 
to the support of the family 
which consisted of the mother 
and four children and that the 
mother was spending much of 
her time away from the home 
at work and as she expressed 
it, “enjoying the freedom of 
not being pushed around by a 
demanding, no-account hus- 
band.” Consequently, the child- 
ren were receiving insufficient 
physical care and practically 
no supervision and guindance. 
The investigution revealed that 
this 10 year old attended school 
irregularly, rarely ever had 
money for lunches or other in- 
cidentals at school, that he 
wandered about the neighbor- 
hood, uptown in stores, was 
Irequently seen: pilfering in 
parking lots and in serve-your- 
self groceries where he would 
fill his pockets with small it- 
ems ‘and would finally go by 
the cashier’s counter and pur- 
chase a package of cigarettes 
for his mother. The court took 
action to protect this child as 
well as the other three in this 
family. The parents were warn- 
ed that continued neglect and 
insufficient care would mean 
permanent removal of the 
children from their custody 
and the active supervision of 
the children by the child wel- 
fare worker was ordered by the 
court. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Ebert 
Stressed the need for commu- 
nity cooperation to attack the 
causes of children coming into 
court, “Prevention is the best 
way to help children,” she add- 
ed, “because it is more diffi- 
cult and costly to rehabilitate 
a child and his family after 
difficulty arises.”

Moths in warm closets 
are as active during the winter 
as they are in the summer,
